Lansing, say that the bu ffalo observed 
somethin g like the principles which to­ 
day govern the civil engineer. 
As soon as the explorer landed on 
the sou thern 
shores of Lakes Erie, 
Michigan and Su perior, he came u pon 
bu ffalo roads or “traces.” 
Sometimes 
these were n arrow ditches, a foot wide 
and from six inches to two feet deep, 
trodden down by the impact of thou ­ 
sands of hoofs, as herd after herd of 
bu ffaloes had sta.mped along in single 
file behind ¿heir leaders. 
When the first path became too deep 
for 
comfort, 
becau se 
of 
repeated 
travel, the bu ffaloes wou ld aban don it 
and begin a second path alongside the 
first, and thu s the frequ ented traces 
wou ld be gradu ally widened. 
Again, an immense herd of these 
heavy animals wou ld crash throu gh 
the forest, 
breakin g in their rapid 
progress a broad, deep road from one 
feeding grou nd ffo another. 
As this 1 
rou te wou ld be followed 
again and 
again by this and 
other 
herds, it 
wou ld become level and hard as a 
rock, so that there was great rejoic­ 
ing in pioneer settlements when the 
weary road makers, stru gglin g with 
log cau seways and swampy hollows, 
came u pon a firim, solid bu ffalo trace. 
Nor was this an u ncommon experi­ 
ence. 
The line of man y of these roads is 
followed to-day by ou r railroads and 
canals, as it was followed by ou r log 
roads and tu rnpikes. 
The bu ffalo followed the level of the. 
valley; he swerved rou nd high points 
when ever it was possible, grossin g the 
ridges and watersheds at the best n at­ 
u ral 
divides 
and 
gorges; 
and he 
rossed from one side of a stream of 
water to the other repeatedly in order 
to avoid climbing u p from the level, 
after the fashion of ou r modern loop 
railways.

In some instances the fact that su dden 
death “ru n s in the family” is so well 
recognized that it is expected by im­ 
mediate relatives, calmly or in terror, 
accordin g to the individu al habit of 
mind. 
Su ch 
deaths 
are 
popu larly 
ascribed to heart disease, even when 
physicians refu se to make any- su ch 
diagnosis. 
"My father had a weak heart,” some 
one will say, “and I su ppose I shall 
drop dead in my tracks, ju st as he 
did.” 
Yet in many cases of su ch su d­ 
den death it is certain that absolu tely 
n othing is the matter with the heart. 
Two Fren ch p^vsicians 
wh° 
have 
been looking u p this odd su bject are 
qu ite convinced, the Indian paolis Star 
says, that there exists a su dden-death 
“diathesis,” or con stitu tion al tendency, 
ju st as there 
exists an arthritic or 
gou ty "diathesis,” an d man y other sim­ 
ilar tendencies, all of which are han d­ 
ed- down from father to son. 
This 
tendency betrays itself by many symp­ 
toms. 
Those who possess it are apt 
to be su bject to fain tin g fits, to nose­ 
bleed, to asthmatic attacks, and so on. 
In particu lar they have one u npleas­ 
ant habit which in certain conditions 
brings on the su dden » exit for which 
they are pecu liar. 
It is an acu te local 
swelling, which may appear, withou t 
an y warning, on any part of the body, 
affecting sometimes a very small spot, 
sometimes an entire limb, and lasting 
from a m in u te to two or several hou rs. 
Now, when this swelling attacks the 
throat It may press again st the wind­ 
pipe and choke its victim to death. 
In a few min u tes the sw-elling may 
su bside an d leave n othin g to tell howT 
life was lost. 
That man y mysteriou s deaths are 
thu s to be accou nted for is the opinion 
Df the Fren ch investigators. 
It is su re­ 
ly rather grewsome to thin k of the 
members of a doomed family waitin g 
to be cau ght u nexpectedly an d savage­ 
ly by the throat by su ch a relentless 
enemy as this. 
One is tempted to hope 
there may be some mistake—and yet 
the mysteriou s deaths remain to be 
accou nted for.

Bu t the exhibition is none 
the less interesting, becau se it deals 
with everyday life an d the improve­ 
men ts in existin g articles an d u tensils 
treated from a practical point of view\ 
Introdu ced into daily life they will be 
time and labor saving. 
Thu s, for instance, a fru it gatherer 
is attached to a pole and armed with 
cu ttin g teeth an d a small bag into 
which the fru it slides. 
A new simple 
con trivance for tightening wires is so 
very simple that it is su rprisin g no 
one ever thou ght of it before. 
A .mod­ 
ified beehive, with a special method 
for au tomatic ventilation, will be a 
welcome addition to the apiarist’s col­ 
lection of hives, and farm ers’ wives 
will hail with delight an egg-carrying 
box, fitted u p with wire frames, thu s 
doing away with the u se of sawdu st. 
The fu rn itu re section is one of the 
best. 
Roll-top desks that can be tran s­ 
formed in stan tan eou sly into ordin ary 
writing tables; sofas composed of 
.10 
less than three beds, etc. 
In the me­ 
chanical division are some ingeniou s 
inventions. 
There is a dou ble sliding 
factory door that opens an d closes 
from left to right au tomatically; 'as 
soon as a trolley, cart or person ap 
proaches it its weight throws the door 
open, and when it has passed throu gh 
its own weight closes it. 
A teacher of 
physics has invented for edu cational 
pu rposes a model tu rbin e and dynamo 
worked by an ordin ary schoolroom tap. 
Bu t perhaps the most strikin g inven­ 
tion is a new motor worked by steain, 
air or gases withou t piston. 
One of the rooms contain s gigantic 
models of airships, portable airship 
halls, etc.

To all 
these objections he made one com­ 
prehen sive answer, which he had occa­ 
sion to repeat man y times in 
the 
cou rse of his lif?: 
"I have^always held that people are 
very greatly influ enced by physical 
su rrou n din gs. 
Take 
the 
rou ghest 
man , a man whose lines have always 
brou ght 
him 
into 
the coarsest and 
poorest su rrou n din gs, and bring him 
into a room elegantly carpeted and 
fu rn ished, th^ effect on his bearin g 
is pronou nced an d immediate. 
“I am not at all afraid people will 
go to bed with their boots on. 
I am 
convinced that if I devote all my en­ 
ergies to providing handsome cars, 
the financial retu rn s will take care of 
themselves.” 
The sequ el has shown pretty clearly 
that he was right.

arily arou n d her life that the plot cen­ 
ters. 
Mr. Chu rchill has hitherto de­ 
voted himself to the delineation 
of 
men an d to the presen tation of the life 
in which they figu re— politics an d bu si­ 
ness. 
The scene of the new story is 
laid largely in a su bu rb in the vicin ity 
of New York City, and the life which 
the au thor pictu res is one which will 
appeal to an y one who has lived in 
an y of the small towns 
su rrou n ding, 
the metropolis. 
Alexander 
Irvine, the 
au thor 
of 
“From the Bottom Up,” began life in 
an Irish village, where 
he 
peddled 
newspapers, worked as a scarecrow in 
the potato fields, an d then as a helper 
in a coal pit in Scotland. 
Mr. Irvine 
became a soldier in order to learn to 
read. 
He fou ght in the Su dan, being 
decorated 
by 
Qu een 
Victoria, 
an d 
served on a British nian-o’-war in the- 
Mediterranean . Even tu ally he reached 
Oxford to stu dy u n der Jowett. Mr. Ir­ 
vine came as an immigran t to New 
York, where his experiences were di­ 
verse and fu ll of hu man interest, 
became a mission ary amon g the ”dow, 
and ou ts" of the Bowery an d to-day in 
a lay min ister of the Chu rch of the 
Ascension. 
Mrs. Voynich’s new novel, ' An In ­ 
terru pted Frien dship,” which is a cjon- 
tfnu ation of the life of “The Gadfly.” 
which she introdu ced some years ago, 
has been called a "stu dy 
in 
frien d­ 
s h i p ” 
There are frien dships depicted 
in it of every kind. 
The most beau ti­ 
fu l of them perhaps is the all sacrific­ 
ing love of Rene Martel for his crip­ 
pled sister, a friendship which influ ­ 
ences him to en dan ger his life in t!i 
possibility that she may be cu red. 
An 
other appealin g affection is that which 
the prou d old French marqu is bestows 
u pon liis son Rene and which the a u ­ 
thor reveals in a clever man n er when 
the father tells the son that he wou ld 
have like to have him for a brother. 
Still other friendships, some of a cu ri­ 
ou s natu re, are revealed in this story,

The project, says 
the Pittsbu rg Dispatch, is amply en ­ 
dowed by a 
New York millionaire, 
with a wholly aesthetic tren d of nAnd 
and it is not the in ten tion to make it 
commercially profitable. 
These art produ cts, the first of their 
kind in America, are from what are 
called the Herter looms, Albert Her- 
ter, a well known 
artist, being in 
charge an d one of the chief designers. 
Every article is woven by hand an d 
all the material—silks, wools an d cot­ 
tons an d even the dyes— are American. 
One of the pieces is a frieze which was 
ordered by the late E. H. Harrim an 
for a special place in the m agn ifi# n t 
home which he had nearly finished at 
the time of his death. 
Other pieces 
are Byzantine 
cu rtain s, 
renaissance 
ru gs, original designs in the Flemish 
style of cu rtain s, chairbacks, etc. 
It is asserted by the promoters and 
by 
Mr. Herter that 
there Is not a 
thou ght of commercialism in this art 
movement, and, in fact, man y valu able 
pieces have been disposed of at a loss 
to in trodu ce 
the work into 
homes 
where it wou ld appeal to others able 
to pu rchase. 
It is a phase of art pat­ 
riotism. 
Only one featu re is foreign; 
it was necessary to employ 
foreign 
weavers 
as no 
American 
cou ld be 
fou nd capable of doing the work. Most 
of these are from France.

One of the genuine worries of the 
Democratic organization this y ear is 
the option question. 
Repub licans ev ­ 
ery where realize b y now* that the Re­ 
pub lican party position is the right one 
from all v iewpoints.

the unit under the option law.

theory of the Repub lican state conv en­ 
tion was that the wet and dry issue is 
a m atter that is up to the county as a 
unit. Therefore, the making of resolu­ 
tions in fav or of the dry or wet side 
of the option issue is a matter for the 
county conv entions. 
The question 
whether a county shall hav e saloons 
within its b orders or not is a question 
that is left to the v oters of the county 
Itself. 
The m atter is not state-wide. 
It is county -wide. 
It is not a matter 
for the state conv ention. 
It is a mat­ 
ter for the county conv ention. 
This 
Idea was clearly set out b y State Chair­ 
man E. M. Lee in his short speech to 
the Ninth district Repub lican conv en­ 
tion at Leb anon. 
This theory is the 
essential spirit of the county option 
law*, which puts in the hands of the 
v oters of a locality the adjustment oi 
the affairs of that locality . 
To the 
v oters of each county is left the nom­ 
ination of memb ers of the legislature. 
Each man is named in accordance with 
b is v iews and their agreement with 
the desires of his home people. There 
can b e no dictation from headquar­ 
ters; from a state conv ention or from 
any other source, as to what the coun­ 
ty ought to say on the liquor issue, or 
as to what man or what sort of man 
the county ought to send to the legis­ 
lature. 
In the true spirit of the law 
which giv es the people of the county 
a right to say what shall b e done with 
the local saloon, the Repub lican party 
has left to the people of the qounty to 
eay who shall 
represent them and 
what his instructions shall b e on pub ­ 
lic questions. 


On the o ther hand, the Demo cratic 
state conv ention went ahead and is- 
aued orders to destro y the co unty o p­ 
tio n law.

It Is nev er good b usiness policy to 
sell a customer b ad b onev or honey 
with an undesirab le flav or. 
This will 
injure future sales. 
It is well to keep all 
do 
not interfere with the flight 
working b ees b etween their hiv e and 
the feeding ground. 
The numb er of colonies which any 
locality will support depends on the 
flora of the v icinity . 
There are but 
few places, howev er, that will not sup­ 
port from ten to twenty -fiv e colonies 
to the square mile, and many lo cali­ 
ties will support a greater number than 
this. 
Bees fly long distances fo r for­ 
age, av eraging at least two miles.

Growing Potatoes. 
In Ireland, in the best potato grow­ 
ing localities, a yield of 400 bushels to 
the acre is nothing unusual. 
It is ob­ 
tained by the use of about thirty loads 
of barnyard manure to tile acre, sup­ 
plemented by 500 pounds of commer­ 
cial fertilizers, proportioned as follows: 
One hundred pounds of muriate of 
potash and 400 pounds of superphos­ 
phate. 
In England the best results 
are obtained by the use of twenty to 
twenty-five loads of barnyard manure 
to the acre, supplemented with IOO 
pounds of sulphate of ammonia, 350 
pounds 
of 
superphosphate 
and 
50 
pounds of sn pilate of potash. 
The 
popular fertilizer for growing potatoes 
in Maine, when planted where a two- 
year-old crop of clover or grass has 
been grown, is made up on the farm 
of 135 pounds of nitrate of soda, COO 
pouuds of tankage. 200 pounds of acid 
phosphate and 400 pounds of sulphate 
of potash, making in all 1,335 pounds. 
One-half this amount is used in the 
plauter or mixed iii the furrow and

STONE AGE CUSTOMS. 


A n r i f n t H a b i t « S t i l l E n d n r e A m o n g 
N a t i v e « o f R u r a l 
H o u m a n l a . 
Cu stoms and habits directly trace­ 
able back to the end of the stone age 
are still observ ed by the inhabitants 
of the remoter parts of ru ral Rou ma- 
nia, say s Dr. Emil Fischer of Bu cha­ 
rest in the Umschau . 
The latest sta­ 
tistics show that there are still in Rou - 
manla ov er 54.000 cav e dwellings in 
ex istence, in which a q u arter of a mil­ 
lion peasant folk liv e. 
These cav es 
are almost as primitiv e in their ar­ 
rangements as the original cav e dwell­ 
ings of the stone age. 
As recently as in the eighties millet, 
the oldest Indo-Germanic grain, was 
stil cru shed in Rou mania by means 
of hand mills and stored in pecu liarly 
shaped granaries similar to those u sed 
by the nativ es of central Africa. 
To­ 
day the Rou manian peasants still u se 
ancient plows. 
At fu nerals a repast 
named coliba is partak en of consist 
ing of soak ed and boiled corn the ex ­ 
act way corn was first prepared and 
eaten by the tribes of Eu rope. 
Ev en 
to-day -crabapples 
and wild 
pears are the only fru it k nown to the 
Rou manian peasant, and his v egeta­ 
bles are wild herbs boiled with oil 
pressed 
from 
su nflower, hemp and 
gou rd seeds. 
Medical men in ru ral 
Rou mania are still k nown among the 
peasantry as wizards.

EXTERMINATING THE BIRDS 


The blood lu st of man is insatiable. 
Created lord of the beasts of the field 
and the fowls of the air, he k ills his 
serv ants ru thlessly for food, for per­ 
sonal adornment, for mere sport. Only 
su ch animals as he can profitably do­ 
mesticate are spared. 
The list 
of 
creatu res which hav e been wholly or 
nearly ex terminated by man is appall­ 
ing. 
At present it is the bjrds which 
are 
su ffering 
most 
sev erely —u nless 
the fu r-bearing animals can 
disnpte 
that sad pre-eminence. 
From an arti-# 
cle by Frank lin Clark in in Ev ery body ’s 
Magazine these statements are tak en; 
Those who shoot the wild fowl are 
three: the pot-hu nter, the plu me-hu nt- 
er, and the collector, whether priv ate 
or employ ed by a mu seu m. 
Th<v pot­ 
hu nter has already done his 
worst. 
Most of the species which are v ery 
v alu able for food hav e been wiped ou t 
or thinned almost to ex tinction. 
In 
18 48 the passenger-pigeon 
cam e 
down the Hu dson in su ch 
nu mbers 
that the then owner of “Claremont” 
on u pper Manhattan Island shot a hu n­ 
dred from his roof in one .morning. In 
18 7 6 a pigeon “nesting” in Michigan 
occu pied an area twenty -eight miles 
long by fou r wide. 
That season 
ma ny 
million birds were k illed in Michigan 
and shipped to the city mark ets. 
They 
were sold in New York for 
a 
cent 
apiece. 
Nobody has seen a passenger- 
pigeon in a state of natu re, and prov ed 
it, since 19 00. 
Being good enou gh to 
eat, he was too good to liv e. 
No specimen of the 
black -mask a'l 
q u ail has been seen for fiv e y ears. The 
Labrador du ck , once nu mbered by mil­ 
lions, is so nearly ex tinct that collect­ 
ors—If they hav e the money —are glad 
to giv e a thou sand dollars for a single 
specimen. 
And so with a dozen other 
species of edible birds. 
Sometimes it seems as if the collect­ 
ors were responsible for a part of th 
1 
blame. 
One man in the United States 
has a collection of thirty thou sand spec­ 
imens, and a member of the Roths­ 
child family has three or fou r times 
as many . 
The American Mu seu m of 
Natu ral History has ninety thou sand 
sk ins^ the British Mu seu m ov er a hu n­ 
dred thou sand. 
Bu t these figu res are triv ial wltm 
compared with the slau ghter occasion­ 
ed by the demands of the 
milinery 
trade. 
The collectors 
alone 
cou ld 
nev er threaten the ex istence of a sin 
gle species, bu t one plu me« hu nter in 
Florida in a single season k illed a 
hu ndred 
and 
twenty -fiv e - 
thou sand 
birds. 
More than two hu ndred million 
sk ins are u sed annu ally in the m anu ­ 
factu re of boas, hats and feather trim ­ 
mings, for women who mu st follow the 
fashion. Sev eral million dollars’ worth 
of feathers are imported ev ery y ear 
into the United St^es. 
besides 
the- 
birds which are k illed here and nev er 
leav e the cou ntry . 
The k illing is done with u nnecessary 
bru tality . 
The hu nter in search 4>f 
plu med heron or egret pu shes his boat 
into the swamp, and lies in wait among 
the nests he finds there. 
Ov erhead 
the parent birds, bringing food to their 
nestlings, arriv e and stop, spread their 
beau tifu l plu mes and drop u pon their 
nests. 
Bu t the plu me-hu nter has an 
u nerring “drop” on them. 
After he 
has slain say two hu ndred, he goes at 
them with an open k nife. 
He scalps 
the plu mes from the dead birds, leav ­ 
ing them to rot, and their 
helpless 
y ou ng to starv e in the nest. 
The plume-hunter is of co urse a n ig ­ 
no ra nt a nd insensitiv e ma n, a 
po o r 


“crack er," perhaps, who k nows no otu - 
er way of mak ing so good a liv ing. The 
responsibility for the slau ghter wnich 
has 
almost 
or 
q u ite 
ex terminated 
seme of the most beau tifu l creatu res 
in the world lies bey ond him, bey ond 
the feather 
merchant, 
bey ond 
the 
women ev en who wear the ornaments 
got by su ch bloody means. 
The men 
in the millinery ateliers of Paris, who 
m ak e the fashions, and impose them 
su btly , irresistibly on women, are per­ 
haps the chief sinners—at least, thev 
are the only ones who actu ally hav e it 
in.their power to pu t a stop to the 
mu rder.

T H E COUNTRY CHURCH. 


T A leading theological sem inary there has 
been delivered recently ^ series of six lec­ 
tures upon the rural church and its fu­ 
ture. 
The city church has its problems to 
face—intricate 
and 
complex 
problems, 
which engage the best thoughts of deep 
th in k ers—but the country church is in it­ 
self 
a problem. 
The changing conditions in country 
com m unities in the past century have been manifested 
in no way more than in their religious life, 
in the 
pioneer days in this country 
the church 
and school 
•tood side by side in every new settlem ent— one church 
and one school, both well supported and well attended. 
Then came the differences of creed which split the one 
church into many. 
In num erous co u n try . communities 
this has m eant several struggling churches, instead of 
one strong one; and in many others it has resulted in 
no church at all, where once one flourished. 
Of late there has been a movement for consolidation 
and reunion—not in the nonessentials of creed and dog­ 
ma, but along the broader lines upon which fair and 
well-meaning people have no occasion for differences 
when they assemble to worship God. 
In this movement 
lies the chief hope of the country church. 
Such unions, 
when they are possible, solve in the m ain the im portant 
financial problem. 
It does not follow that the genuine religious spirit 
has been dying out am ong country people while the old- 
tim e denom inational 
fervor 
has been 
disappearing. 
Country life on the whole was never more sweet and 
wholesome than it is to-day/ In such an atm osphere 
the religious spirit cannot die, and the church cannot 
suffer more than a tem porary eclipse of its activity and 
Influence.— Youth's Companion.

W HOLESOME PUNISHM ENT. 


HE severe sentences 
imposed by Federal 
^ 
Judge Landis, at Chicago, upon violators 
|| 
of the federal law regulating the manufac- 
tore and ©ale of oleom argarine is likely to 
put a decisive check mpon the industry of 
palming off the im itation as genuine but­ 
ter. 
The offense of the convicted men was 
in m ixing and coloring the im itation product and palm­ 
ing it off upon consumers as the genuine article. 
It 
was generally sold at butter prices, and hence was a 
fraud upon consumers as well as upon the producers 
of the dairy article. 
There is a genuine oleom argarine 
and butterine industry which may be pursued under 
the protection of the laws. 
We notice in this connec­ 
tion the advertisem ent of a*dealer who announces that 
his product is sold in plainly m arked packages and af­ 
fords 
choice quality at honest value; that it is churned 
in pure milk and cream under governm ent inspection. 
Such an aMicIe is no doubt healthful, and if people pre­ 
fer it to butter at a lower price, because they can there­ 
by effect a saving in their butter bills, that is their 
own business, and it is a legitim ate transaction between 
them and the m aker and dealer. 
But to impose it upon 
purchasers under false pretenses is an offense deserving 
of the sum m ary justice dealt out by Judge I^andis. 
The m atter of the justice of the tax upon colored oleo

They will lessen 
the 11 anspoi tat ion rates of m anufactured products by 
enabling the retailer 
to distribute 
his goods 
more 
cheaply. 
Like all other useful inventions, which have substi­ 
tuted mechanical for. e for brute force, rendered easier 
the rough work of the world and brought comforts and 
luxuries w ithin the reach of millions, the motor vehicle 
will in time effect economies in m any branches of the 
great transportation 
and thus operate directly to 
lessen the cost of living.—Boston Globe.

Poet Is a P ia n o Tuner. 


m ale descendant of t h e great poet and 
philosopher, 
Johann Wolfgang 
von 


Goethe, lives at Roxbury Crossing and 
earns his livelihood as a piano tuner, 
the Boston Post says. 
He is now7 about 27 years of age 
and was born in Brussels. Belgium. 
H* has traveled extensively in Europe 
and came to this country nine years 
ago with his parents. 
Both he and 
his father obtained 
employment as 
piano tuners and the son has followed 
the trade ever since. 
To a Post re­ 
porter he told the story of his family. 
“My father was Ludwig Albert von 
Goethe, who was born in Berlin in 
1857. 
He was a piano m aker. 
His 
father was Ludwig C hristian von Goe­ 
the, a native of Nordhausen*. born in 
1832, and likewise a piano maker. 
“ His father was C hristian von Goe­ 
the, a native of Weimar, where he was 
born in 1790. 
He was the son of Jo­ 
hann Wolfgang von Goethe, who was 
the great .Goethe, or, if you please, 
fhe Goethe.” 
The great Goethe him self was born 
at F ran k fo rt on the Main in 1749. His 
literary genius won him the favor of 
the Grand Duke of W eimar. 
On the 
la tte r’s invitation he went to Weimar, 
where he spent the rest of his life. 
It is strange that of all the lovers 
of Goethe in the world none have 
taken the trouble to learn of his de­ 
scendants. 
Only a few of the Ger­ 
m ans of this city know th a t Charles 
Albert von Goethe lives in their midst. 
They are for the most p art brewers 
and drivers of brewery wagons, who 
live at Goethe’s boarding house, run 
by the m other of Charles Albert. This 
boarding house was started four years 
ago when the father of Charles was 
still living. 
Charles Albert, the last Goethe, is 
now 
in New York w orking at his 
trade. 
He has never touched pen for 
prose or poetry. 
He believes th at his 
ancestors following the great Goethe 
m ight have achieved great fame in 
literatu re had it not been' for their 
musical inclinations. 
L iteratu re and 
music, he thinks, are two a rts which 
cannot be pursued with success at the 
sam e time. 
One m ust give way to the 
other. 
Thus it has happened th a t lit­ 
tle of the poetical tem peram ent of the 
great Goethe has come down to his 
last male descendant. 
“Down to toy father,” says Charles 
Albert von Goethe, “all the descend­ 
an ts of Goethe have been piano m ak­ 
ers, but all of them, Including my 
father, wrote at one time or another. 
None ever wrote largely, but I be­ 
lieve they could have made a nam e in 
lite ratu re had they devoted th eir sole 
attention to it.” 
There does not seem to be any pros­ 
pect th a t the Goethe family will again 
excel in literature. 
At least Charles 
Albert is doubtful. 
“As for m yself,” 
he declared, “I don’t know. 
I have 
never tried. 
I like pianos.”
